people who want to know why 
they failed to get their paper, 
During three days here at my 
work you can feel disaster clos- 
ing in on you, I have learned 
it does no good to grumble, 
but it does help to do some 
mumbling , and eventually I 
can start counting my bless- 
ings, I can remember when we 
were on letter press and the 
linotype operator either left for 
another job or else he just 
failed to show up, I couldn't 
operate the linotype, but since 
we're on offset and cold type 
IT can set the copy if it should 
be forced on me and we can get 
out some kind of a paper though 
it may be filled with errors 
because there is no time for 
corrections, 

Last week was about the 
worst we have ever had since 
I have been in the newspaper 
business these many years,

Ways’’ is the slogan of the 
lime promotion campaign 
being conducted throughout 
the county. And lime pays 
big dividends on home gar- 
dens, lawns, shrubs and 
trees just as it does for 
field and pasture crops, 

Auburn University Ex~ 
tension Soils Specialist 


FIRE PREVENTION WEEK Doctor Walter Sowell says 


the primary purpose of 
liming is to adjust soil pH- 
or the degree of acidity- 
to best suit your individual 
plant’s need, 

“The pH scale is like 
a yardstick,’’ he said. “‘It 
tells you how acid or al- 
kaline your soil is. A pH 
reading of 7.0 is neutral, 
and readings below this 
designate acid soils while 
readings above 7.0 show 
alkaline soils. 

“‘We have a wide vari- 
ation of pH in Alabama- 
extremely acid toalkaline- 
especially where grading 
or filling has been done 
around the home,’’ added 
Dr. Sowell. ‘‘And when the 
PH is low, toxic substances 
such as manganese and alu- 
minum are taken up by the 
plant in such large amounts 
that they become toxic to 
ite 

Manganese is an es- 
sential element, but plants 
can’t stand an overdose. 

Lime supplies calcium, 
an essential plant nutrient 
that has many functions 
as a plant food. Calcium 
promotes early root for- 
mation and growth, It also 
improves plant vigor and 
influences intake of other 


& plant nutrients, especially 


phosphorus, 

Calcium speeds up de- 
organic 
matter since well-limed 
soil contains more living 
organisms. It also affects 
the rate of nitrogen re- 
lease from organic matter 
and fertilizers, making ni- 
trogen available tothe plant 
sooner. 

‘The only way to tell 
for sure if your plants need 
lime is to soil test,’’ em- 
phasized the specialist. 

“When you senda soil sam- 
ple to the Auburn Univer- 
Bity soil testing laboratory, 

is scientifically 
a aaliead: Lime recom- 
mendations are made based 
on this analysis and ac- 
cording to the plant you 
want to grow.”’ 

The reason we recom- 
mend liming only after a 
soil test is that plants vary 
in their lime requirements, 
For instance, azaleas 
thrive on acid soil with a 
pH of 5.0-5.5, whereas box- 
woods do best on soils 
with a 6.5 pH, 

The lab will send youa 
report indicating the a- 
mount of lime needed per 
100 square feet for shrubs 
and for each 1,000 
square feet for lawns. 

Be sure to follow these 


recommendations care- 
fully, 
Use an agricultural 


grade limestone or basic 
slag when supplying these 
needs. Basic slag is about 
two-thirds as effective as 
lime in 
acidity.

“With Fire Prevention 
Week being October 3-9, 
folks would profit by a 
careful check to see just 
how well they are prepared 
to fight and hold in check a 
fire in their homes until 
help arrives,’’ says Tom 


Gaillard, Auburn Extension 


specialist. 

Here are some of Gail- 
lard’s fire safety sug- 
gestions. 

The first and most im- 
portant rule to follow, 
says Gaillard, is for a 
family not to take unneces- 
sary chances in fire 
fighting. ‘‘Property canbe 
replaced, but lives can’t,” 
he adds, 

However, having a few 
fire-fighting tools around 
the home makes good 
sense, 

‘So start with a fire 
extinguisher--one that’s 
reliably tested and of ade- 
quate size,’’ the Extension 
Staffer continues. Those 
tested by Nationally recog- 
nized lalys show a ‘‘UL’’ or 
an ‘‘FM’’ label. 

These should be placed 
Stratigically in all fire 
hazard areas, in home 
kitchens, barns, machine 
sheds and near storage
